To be held before breakfast in the chapels Worship committee to make decision 
on arrangements and schedule. Might plan period of searching and silence at 
the beginning for those who wish to come early. Then we might have a more for¬ 
mal worship begin at 7:30 A.M. 

Bible Study 

Committee not certain whether to call it "Bible Study" or by some such title 
as "What It Takes To Be A Christian," The latter is the title of a series of 
six studies in Luke which have been prepared by Paul Limbert and which might 
be used as a basis for these studies at Asilomar. Another possible source of 
material, and the more likely if it seems to be adapted to our needs, is the 
Bible Study material whioh is being prepared for use at the National Assembly 
whioh is to be held at the Univeraith of Illinois at the same time as our 
Asilomar Conference, This material is to consist of 18 studies. Six are to be 
used in advance of the Assembly, six during the Assembly, and six following* 

This Bible Study is to be conducted in relatively small groups. It is hoped 
that we might have 15 - 20 groups so that not more than 20 students would be in 
a group. It was agreed that we should secure one person who would give over-* 
all direction to these groups* Perhaps this person would speak to the confe:f?enco 
as a whole on the first day, for a part or all of the period. Then the remain¬ 
ing meetings would be in smaller groups,. Leaders of the groups would meet each 
day for evaluation and sharing of experience* 






















Quiet Hour 

It was agreed that Quiet Hour had been far too short last year and that it had 
often been "robbed” when we got behind schedule. A worship committee responsi 
bility, it was agreed that there should be more interpretation of the way in 
which the time should be used, that "we assumed too much" knowledge of how to 
use silence on the part of students attending* The actual period of the Quiet 
Hour would be from 9:50 - 10:20 when the bell would ring calling all back to 
the platform' address. 

Pl atform Addresses 

YOUTH'SDILENNA AND CHRISTIAN HOPE was the theme chosen for the core series of 
addresses. The opening one of these will be given on the first evening of the 
Conference, December 27. The remaining five would be given at the time of the 
platform address each morning. It is proposed that we Invite a "team" of 
leaders each of whom would handle one of these and a discussion group. It is 
hoped that these leaders might serve as a "team" in that while each would be 
responsible for only one major platform address, they would all consult eaoh 
day sharing questions and concerns whioh have arisen in the discussion group 
and whioh might be handled in the platform address of the succeeding day. 

Then, the five members of the team would all participate in a panel on the 
closing day whioh would be calculated to summarize and "olinoh" the experience 
of the week. Probably l/3 to l/2 of the period on the last day should be 
given to one speaker, likely the one who also gave the opening address, for 
the summary and conclusion. 

The subject, YOUTH'S DILEMMA AND CHRISTIAN HOPE was taken from the current 
issue of the Student World, publication of the World Student Christian Feder¬ 
ation, and seemed to express the thought of the planning committee for this 
series of addresses. They want the series to deal with the basic problems 
in the world today and the answers in terms of our Christian heritage and goal 
They were not certain about the exact titles for the particular addresses but 
tentatively propose the following: 

I, Dilemma of World Anarchy . The attempt here would be to set forth 
the raglo mess 11 in which we find ourselves, the problems whioh 
confront our world. 

II, The D1 le mma of Inner Chaos . Here the effort would be to show that 
tKe J problem is not simply without but also within. 

III, Communism's Hope and Answer , Here is an ideology which has the 
loyalty of millions and is bidding for that of millions more. What 
are its strengths and weaknesses? What can we learn from it? Where*- 
in is it a challenge to Christianity7 

IV, Capitalism*s Hope and Answer . The "free society" whioh was ushered 
In wit h t he Vdvent of Capitalism has still not been wholly realized. 
But our hope, in part, lies here. Strengths and Weaknesses? 

V, £he Church's Hope and Answer . Strengths and weaknesses of the ohuroh? 
What possibility that it can be the instrument to lead us beyond the 

dilemma? 

VT, The Christian Revolution, Here the panel of leaders would draw the 
series to a close by stressing the positive factors in each of the 
earlier presentations and the goals ahead. 

Disoussion Groups 

Much more pla nn ing committee thought needs to bo given to these. The proposal 
made by a sub committee was that there should be five of them, led by the five 
platform leaders, and that there should be one eaoh on the subjeot of each of 
the first five of the six addresses outlined above. Later discussion among 
some members of the committee, however, suggests the possibility that eaoh of 
these should be given about the same basio task, perhaps titling them by the 
sixth of the platform address titles: The Christian Revolution. It is recog¬ 
nized that if this last plan were followed, each leader would naturally give 
the discussion the "bent" which was in line with his particular interests 
and personality. 

Kegi on a I C ounci1 

The Regional Council Executive Committee is to be asked to assume responsibil¬ 
ity for the 4:30 P.M. hour each day with the exception of one day when the 
afternoon is to be kept entirely free (see Reoreation), It is hoped that the 


























Exocutive Committee will do everything peesible to have Counoil re pre sentatives 
selected well in advance of the conference and to orient them to their jobs by 
mailing materials to them in advanoe, It is urged that, if possible, some of 
this time should he given over to the training of leadership In association 
techniques* Summer projects ought also to get their major discussion here* 
Perhaps the last two days of the Regional Council could serve as a kind of 
plenary session of the conference* For these we ought to make sure that there 
is a parlimentarian on hand to deal with questions of procedure as they arisen 
Every effort should be made to educate oounoil members in sound parlimentary 
procedure, 

Fireside Sing 

This program may be held in the Administration Bldg as it has been in the past, 
or it may he held in the Auditorium as a pre-session to the evening meeting. It 
will include about 30 minutes of singing, interspersed with carefully planned 
n plugs" or education concerning summer projects. Books Unlimited, the Intercolle¬ 
gian, Student Coops* As much as possible, these should be carefully prepared in 
advanoe and should be so planned that they are dramatio, concise, interesting. 

It was voted that there should be no specially planned addresses on Men—Women 
Relations this year* 

Evening Platforms 

these wilt require much more oareful planning, They are, as at last Asilomar, 
to highlight issues of the day.

Dear Kirby: 

Enclosed is the digest of the minutes of our Asilomar 
Planning Committee meeting last week-end. I knovf that 
Walt has already talked with you about your participa¬ 
tion and there has been relayed to us the disappointing 
news chat you do not feel you ought to participate in 
Asilomar as it has been planned for this year. 

Walt and I conferred about it at breakfast* however, 
and, at the risk of delaying several days longer in an 
approach to someone else, I want to lay the matter be¬ 
fore you in writing. Perhaps we were unwise to seek such 
a distribution of leadership yet there was such a sincere 
desire on the part of the Planning Committee that you 
participate that I want to beg you to weigh the opportunity 
which Asilomar affords against the many things which are 
making demands on your time. 

The Planning Committee wanted us to ask you to do four 
major things at Asilomar: 

1. To participate in the Platform Team and give 
the third of the platform addresses on Youth 1 s Dilemma 
and Christian Hopej participation in the team would also 
involve participation in the sixth of uhese, which is to 
be a panel. 

2. 'The conducting of a seminar discussion group which 
would give a continuing relationship to about seventy 
students, perhaps more if we can get the ceiling of three 
hundred fifty raised. One amendment which seems to me

might probably take place in the schedule would be to 
have the Quiet Hour following the Platform Address, which 
would permit a break between it and the seminar, and 
would allow seminar leaders to speak for twenty or thirty 
minutes at the beginning of each of these. I think there 
is a pretty clear conviction that the character of these 
ought to be determined by the concerns of the leaders. 

3. An evening platform address on solving American 
relations and the basic concerns of "Now is the Time". 

4. A Bible Study Group. I remember your talking to 
us when pur staff spent that day at your home about what 
you considered the necessity of our getting this back into 
our conferences and student programs. It would be good 

to have you assume or help us inaugurate it there. 

Perhaps, you have given this all the consideration it 
deserves, but I wanted to lay it before you once more in 
the hope that you might reconsider. In the event that 
you feel that you still carf^ome for the full time, might 
it be possible for you to be with us for one evening on 
the third assignment above?

PRINCETON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 

Princeton, N. J. 

September 15, 1946 


Dear Sir: 

Today the supreme issue is a common spiritual basis for civilization. 
The Oxford ecumenical conference of 1937 anticipated this concern with 
the section, "The Christian Faith and the Common Life". This group ana¬ 
lyzed the law of nature (lex naturae ) in the papers of Doctors Temple, 
Niebuhr, and Wiesner. Almost every Christian manifesto since that time 
has emphasized the universality of the moral law, valid for Christian and 
non-Christian alike. Recently American theological journals like Christen¬ 
dom and Theology Today have furthered this discussion. 


Sensing a growing movement toward the conception of natural law I am 
writing to 200 Christian leaders of many countries and communions for 
their reaction. May I, therefore, request your opinion on the role of 
natural law in Christian doctrine and ethics. After your reply is re¬ 
ceived it will be correlated with the others and the results of this sur¬ 
vey will be sent to you for your own personal study. 


In case you desire to comment on some of the specific issues in 
connection with natural law I respectfully submit the following questions: 




1. Can man apprehend directly by the light of his natural reason 
the requirements of the moral order? 

Z' 2. Does Christian ethics have a double Biblical basis (W. M. Horton): 
(a) the higher righteousness of love; (b) the ideal of universal just¬ 
ice implied in the law and prophets, the Golden Rule and Romans 2:14,15? 

3. Does Romans 2:14,15 provide a basis in Pauline thought for the 
doctrine of natural law? 

4. What are the limits and possibilities of the law of nature in re¬ 
lating Protestants to (a) non-Christian religions; (b) non-Christian 
philosophies; (c) Roman Catholic Christianity? 

5. To what extent has the liberal democratic idea of natural law 
promoted an unbiblical view of man and the law itself? 

6. Did the Reformers wholly clarify their view of natural law? 

7. What are the chief dangers in the natural law conception? 

S. Is it possible to develop what Otto Piper calls a "higher synthe¬ 
sis "of natural law, noting past criticisms and developing a sounder 
statement OR should we follow Suzanne de Dietrich of France who flatly 
rejects all^his as the "Goddess of reason" with the illusion of univer¬ 
sal law. In its place she bids us preach the universal Christ who alone 
can be lifted up to draw all men to him. 

9. Regardless of your personal views, what is the status of the nat¬ 
ural law doctrine in that part of the Christian church which you know beat?

Dear Kirby: 

Mrs. Hayward and I both read your book, and think a great deal of it. 

You have done a good job, up to your usual high standard of careful 
research, severe analysis, and uncompromising projection of the Chris¬ 
tian ideal and program. 

My own basio reservation is: If your conclusion as to the purposes of 
Russia is correot, the program you propose to prevent a third world 
war will not prevent it. 

A program of social justice along the lines you advocate so ably would 
go a\Long way, perhaps the full distanoe, towards preventing it provided 
the forces working for it are such that only this program in the western 
democracies would stop them. But the coming of social justice fast 
enough,to serve your purpose is completely out of the question; the 
forces in our democracy opposed to that program are too strong and too 
solidly entrenched to yield in time to the social and religious currents 
that you so nobly and skillfully summon to this task. 

I have questions as to Russia's psychology and her real and ultimate 
purpose for whioh I cannot find the answers in the many discussions now 
going on or in your well documented presentation. Is she seeking to make 
herself secure in her own borders so as to be free for a century of in¬ 
ternal development much as we did in establishing the Monroe Doctrine? 

To what extent are many of her acts disturbing to news and radio writers 
because of language and psychological differences? Is part of our wide¬ 
spread uneasiness today due to the advantageous fact that nations now 
say in public through the U.N. what used to be behind closed doors? 

These are only a few hurried thoughts. I'd be happy to see you rip them 
apart.

The Text of Premier Stalin’s Statement 
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MOSCOW , Sept. -i hTI — The 
text of Premier SUtUn's replies to 
written questions by the cor re* 
spondent of The London Sundtiy 
Times: 

Q, Do you believe in a real 
danger of a iA ne w war/" about 
which at the present time so 
much irresponsible talk is being 
carried on? What steps should 
he taken for preventing war If 
such danger exists? 

A. I do not believe in a real 
danger of a "new war/' The 
noise is being raised about a 
“new war" mainly by military- 
political scouts and their few 
supporters from the ranks of 
civilian officials* 

They need this noise if only (A) 
to frighten with the specter of 
war some naive politicians from 
the ranks of their counter-agents 
and thereby aid their Govern¬ 
ments to extract more conces¬ 
sions; CB) to make difficult for 
some time the reduction of mili¬ 
tary budgets in their countries; 
(C) to check demobilisation of 
troops and thereby prevent quick 
growth of unemployment In their 
countries. 

It is necessary to distinguish 
sharply between the noise about 
3 “new war," which is being 
on now, and the real dan- 
"new war/ 9 which does 
exist.

Q. Do you think that Great 
Britain and the -United Stales 
consciously are forming,a capi¬ 
talistic encirclement" of the So¬ 
viet Union? 

A. J do not think the 
circles of Great Britain ai 
United States of America 
create a "capitalistic one 
moot" of the Soviet Union oven 
If they wanted to do this, which, 
however, we cannot affirm. 

Q, Spooking In the words Mr. 
Wallace used In his last speech, 
can England, western Europe 
and the United States be assured 


that Soviet politics in Germany 
will not be turned into a weapon 
of Russian efforts directed 
against western Europe? 

A. I believe using Germany by 
the Soviet Union against western 
Europe and lhe United States of 
America Is excluded* I believe 
this Is excluded not only because 
the Soviet Onion is bound by a 
treaty of mutual assistance 
against German aggression with 
Great Britain and Franca, and 
with the United States of Amer¬ 
ica by the decisions of the Pots¬ 
dam Conference of the three 
Great Powers; but also because 
Lhe politics of using Germany 
against Western Europe and the 
United States of America would 
mean a departure of the Soviet 
Union from Us fundamental na¬ 
tional interests. 

Speaking briefly, the politics of 
the Soviet Union in the German 
question comes down to dcmll- 
itaxation and democratization of 
Germany. I think that demili¬ 
tarization and democratization of 
Germany presents one of the 
most important guarantees for 
the establishment of a sound and 
lasting peace.

Europe ace "dictated by Mos¬

A, T consider this accusation 
absurd and to he borrowed from 
the bankrupt arsenal of Hitler 
and Gocbbels. 

q. Do you believe in Lhe pos¬ 
sibility of a friendly and lasting 
collaboration of tbe Soviet Union 
and western democracy despite 
the existence of ideological dis¬ 
cord, and in friendly competition 
between the two systems, of which 
Wallace spoke in bis speech? 

A. L do, unco edition ally. 

[. Q. During the sojourn here of 
te ! British] Labor party detega- 
, you, a & I understood it, ex- 
praised belief in the possibility 
Viendly relations between the 


Soviet Union and Great Britain, 
What could help in the establish¬ 
ment of these relations, which arc 
so eagerly desired by the broad 
masses of the English people? 

A. I really believe in the pos¬ 
sibility of friendly relations be¬ 
tween the Soviet Union and Great 
Britain, Establishment of such 
relations would be appreciably 
helped by strengthening political, 
trade and cultural relations be¬ 
tween these countries. 

Q* Do you believe that the 
quickest withdrawal of all Amer¬ 
ican forces in China is vitally 
necessary for the future of peace? 

A. Yes, I do* 

Q. Do you believe that the ac¬ 
tual monopoly possession of the 
atomic bomb by the United States 
of America is one of the principal 
threats to peace. 

Atomic Bomb Not Crucial 

A. I do not believe the atomic 
bomb to be as serious a force as 
certain politicians are inclined to 
regard it. Atomic bombs are In¬ 
tended for intimidating weak 
nerves, but they cannot decide 
the outcome of war, since atomic 
bombs are by no moans sufficient 
for this purpose. Certainly mo¬ 
nopolist possession of the secret 
of the atomic bomb does create a 
threat, but at least two remedies 
exist against it: 

(A) Monopolist possession of 
the atomic bomb cannot last long. 

<B) Use of the atomic bomb will 
be prohibited* 

Q rJ Do you suppose that with the 
further advance of the Soviet 
Union toward Communism the 
possibilities for peaceful collabor¬ 
ation with the outside world will 
not decrease in so far as this con¬ 
cerns the Soviet Union? Is "Com¬ 
munism in one country 1 possi¬ 
ble? 

A. I do not doubt that the pos¬ 
sibilities for peaceful collabora¬ 
tion not only will not decrease, 
but can even increase.

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BYF Reports on 
Executive Meeting 


VOUR Executive Committee, yes, 
YOURS, the one YOU elected at 
Alton, met Sunday, August 26, in 
Springfield to discuss how we 
might be of help to you* Here is 
what we did: 


To Unify Work in Association 


Too many of our associations are 
not unified. Either they do not 
understand B.Y.F., or they have not 
worked it enough to receive its 
full benefits. Myrna Standley re¬ 
ported that the Salem Association 
has been growing rapidly. They 
have a newspaper of their own; 
they have no difficulty in acquiring 
pledges and making special drives 
for funds; and all their committees 
arc active* However, it was dis¬ 
covered that nearly half of our 
associations are either weak or un¬ 
organized.

And 
if you have suggestions we could 
use—well, we can use help too.) It 
was unanimously agreed that we 
should take immediate action 
toward organizing and strengthen¬ 
ing all our associations. The follow¬ 
ing were appointed to represent B. 
Y. F. at the associational rallies in 
September and October: Aurora— 
R^v. Ralph Blatt; Bloomington— 
Eula Mae Bess; Champaign-Urbana 
—Rev. Offenheiser and Helen Stew¬ 
art; Springfield — Bob Bishop;

In order to be adequate, the motivation must be 
religious, eharged with devotion to the will of Sod and 
eompassion for all men. 

The method must be positive rather than negative in 
spirit and statement. That ia, it must be definitely for 
peaee rather than merely against war. 

It must be promoted by persons who are ainoerely try* 
lng, aeoording to their individual ■lights" and oiroum- 
staneee, to live oonsistently with the oauee they profess. 

While individual oonviotlon and committment la reeog— 
nixed as of basic value, the individual must be supported 
by a sense of universal fellowship in order to persist 
with confidence. 

For a peaee movement In any nation to escape abortion 
it must be supported by similar peaee movements in other 
nations throughout the world. 

The method as a whole must be sound, simple,and 
understandable enough to win the confidence and alleglanee 
of the eommon people. 

In the attempt to meet these requirements I have outlined 
a plan which I have sailed "A World-Wide Strike For Peace? A 
draft of this plan together with ■Suggestions for Procedure" la 
being enclosed for your examination and comment. As you will 
note I am also sending it to several others with whom you may 
dare to dieeuss the plan in ease it seems to havo something of

Kirby Page Asks U.S. Change 
U.S.S.R. Policies At Assembly 


Dr. George Willard Frasier, presi¬ 
dent of the college, introduced the 
first all-college assembly Wednes¬ 
day morning with the acknowledge¬ 
ment of the assembly committee 
which is composed of student and 
faculty members. Dr. Rugg, chair¬ 
man of the assembly committee, 
presented Dr. Cleveland of the Park 
Congregational Church, who intro¬ 
duced Kirby Page, distinguished 
author and lecturer. Dr. Page 
spoke on the -subject, “Must We 
Fight Russia?" 

“War between the United States 
and Russia would be sheer suicide," 
said Dr. Page. He went on to say 
that there is a serious possibility 
of war between Russia and the 
United States because of the col¬ 
lision of present national policies. 

'According to Dr. Page, there are 
four factors in Russia’s policy 
which produce the present" aggres¬ 
siveness which Russia has been 
exhibiting since the end of the war. 
The Russians have a fear of the 
English speaking people and their 
possession of the atomic bomb. 
They have an inherent aggressive¬ 
ness in the basic policies of com¬ 
munism which produce vigorous 


and enthusiastic members who sac¬ 
rifice their lives, if necessary, to 
spread world wide communism. 
The communistic part is committed 
to the theory of scientific material¬ 
ism. Russia underestimates the 
power and vitality of the English 
speaking people, for she believes 
that the capitalistic system will 
eventually kill itself. 

Dr. Page estimates that the ma¬ 
jority of the American population 
believe in what he terms ^ls Wash¬ 
ington’s “get tough with the Rus¬ 
sians” policy. To continue spend¬ 
ing the time, money and energy to¬ 
ward the building of both coun¬ 
tries into scientific, militarized na¬ 
tions will result in a suicidal war 
within ten years. If the situation 
grows to the extent that nation can 
be converted into a nation-wide 
Hiroshima within a few hours, Dr. 
Page does not believe that the 
masses awareness of the facts of 
possible suuicidal devestation will 
prevent war. If present policy 
trends continue, our minds will be¬ 
come militarized, suspicious, fear¬ 
ful, and distorted by propaganda. 
Dr. Page states that in view of such 
a situation, to start a suicidal war 


would take only one, mad, overt 
act. 

Dr. Page gravely brought to the 
attention of his audience the im¬ 
portance of thinking clearly of the 
consequences of a continued policy 
of aggression. “There is no hope 
in the military way! Our only hope 
lies in moderating Russia’s pol¬ 
icy.” 

The citizens and the nation as a 
cooperative body must help to mod¬ 
erate Russia’s policy by minimiz¬ 
ing Russia's fears. Russians are a 
desperate people, greatly in need of 
relief and reconstruction aid. Noth¬ 
ing could speak so eloquently to 
Russia as aid, possibly a loan. Dr. 
Page acknowledged that a stronger 
Russia is a risky thing, but the 
“get tough” policy is -suicide. There 
is no alternative. Dr. Page con¬ 
cluded with the statement, “the de¬ 
cision of the policy taken toward 
Russia is the gravest, most signi¬ 
ficant decision that lies before us 
today.” 

In the next assembly, to be held 
Wednesday, October 9, the student 
officers and council will be intro¬ 
duced, and Coach Hancock will give 
illustrations of football techniques.

Dear Friends: 

We have many friends whom we ought to tell about our summer 
and our present location. And it will simplify the telling if 
we may write a brief account and make the same story do for all 
oi you. So, please eaouse us, and accept our thanks. 

ii/e left Santa Fe June 5, with the rather big intention of 
traveling all summer, and not think of settling down until Sep¬ 
tember 1st. And sure enough, we kept it up, and would have 
enjoyed more, and arrived in Wray on the last day of August, 
and began our ministry here on September 1st. Some people.can 
not catch a train or keep an appointment on time, and thhy 
would think that too big to tell, but we shall stick to it. 

We visited friends in twenty-two places, were in thirty 
states (also Washington, D.C,, and Ontario). Our total mileage 
was 9,100 miles. We saw the South and the East, the industries, 
the beauty spots, and many historical places, with happy sur 
prizes and few disappointments; the weather and the roads were 
good, and we had almost no car trouble. We had a good time, 
and we like the whole United States. 

If you want to enjoy yourselves, take a summer off, and just 
see things. And you who live in the tourist country, turn the 
tables and visit the tourists. The East.ha 3 as much to see as 
the West has. And it was fun to see the big eyes of New York¬ 
ers at sight of a New Mexico license. 

Wray is a county seat town of 2,000 people in a prosperous 
wheat and cattle country. It has nine churches, but none over¬ 
shadows ours. We have a corner on Main Street, and in the four 
blocks of which ours is the center are the post officd, city 
hall, telephone office mortuary, grade school, library, and 
farm security administration office. The parsonage Is a good 
brick veneer building, nicely furnished, six rooms and bath. 

The church has more than two hundred members, and is happy 
and active. For^six years It has been collecting a building 
fund, and that will be a big purpose for several years yet. 

Ihe morning audiences are more than h, hundred, the evening is 
half as many. The Sunday school runs 125, and It and the 
women's programs overflow into the parsonage basement. If the 
first month is a sign, it is going to feel all the time as if 
a family were living down stairs. We have been heartily re¬ 
ceived and are happy with the prospects here. 

We invite you to take a trip yourselves, and we hope that 
you eftjoy it as much as we did ours. We recommend that you 
get on the Kansas-Nebraska line, walk to the end of It and 
about ten miles out into Colorado, and then begin to call our 
name. We would hear and welcome you, and you could rest a 
while.

I have been very interested in your recent publica¬ 
tions and in your letters stating your immediate fixture 
plans. Norman Whitney and I have concerned ourselves about 
something that I think I should take up with you. 

It has always seemed to me that you did one of the 
most significant jobs in Pacifist education when you cir¬ 
cularized the ministers with one or two of your pamphlets 
and with your general approach to Pacifism as being the 
ultimate testing of religion. Norman and I have wondered 
whether in the next year a group of laymen ought not to 
undertake to write five or six letters to all the minis¬ 
ters in the United States putting it up pretty squarely 
to them that we laymen look to them for leadership in 
religion and that as we see it, the great testing ground 
of religion today is its attitude toward war and the state. 
It would be our thought to have each letter (which would 
be separated from the last by perhaps two months) develop 
the thought one step further and we Would Intend to append a 
personalized letter: to each one who load corresponded with 
us in the meantime. 

I think that I can see my way to free enough money 
within the next year to meet the printing and mailing 
costs and Norman is exploring whether the Syracuse office 
could organize the clerical work involved.

Three considerations ought to 
stand clear in all our minds as we! 
are painfully seeking to interpret 
the political morass into which in* 
ternational relations have recent¬ 
ly been sinking: 

(1) That the conceptions of De¬ 
mocracy and Communism, as prac¬ 
ticed in our world, are so mutually 
exclusive that each is basically a 
vital threat to'the other. 

(2) That offensive armaments 
are everywhere growing on a gi 
gantic scale, militarization of the 
major governments and their peo¬ 
ples are decidedly on the increase, 
and, with one or two exceptions, 
the right of smaller nations to de¬ 
termine their own governments is 
sharply on the decrease. 'This is all 
in shocking denunciation of the 1 
Atlantic Charter by the govern ¬ 
ments which produced it.

Dear Friend: 

The National Council for Prevention of War this month 
completes its first twenty-five years of outstanding ser¬ 
vice in the cause of world peace. The Executive Board has 
decided to signalize this occasion in two ways. 


First, there will be a big family party at Hotel 2400, 
2400 Sixteenth Street, N. W., Washington, D. C., on Saturday, November 9, 1§46, 
from 1:00 to 4:00 P.M. The party will take the form of a luncheon, to be fol¬ 
lowed by a few brief speeches and a general get-together. We most cordially 
invite you to attend, hear about the present work of the Council, and renew 
old friendships. The fee for those who attend the luncheon will be $2.50. 

Secondly, we plan to raise an Anniversary Development 
Fund of $15,000. It is easy to see why this Fund is needed. Ours is a crit¬ 
ical time, and a third world war is a very threatening possibility. Important 
issues such as military training bills, competitive armaments, Russian inperi- 
alism, Anglo-American imperialism, and measures "short of war" affecting our 
relations with Russia and other nations, are before the country. Your Senators 
and Representatives get far too little time to study such issues and the gen¬ 
eral public is often grossly misinformed. 


To educate the public and to give the men on Capitol Hill 
the precise and authoritative information which they need is a task which the 
National Council has performed brilliantly for a quarter of a century. The 
National Council has precious assets. It has a deep sincerity of purpose. Even 
during the height of the war hysteria, it refused to compromise with expediency. 
It has a well-trained and loyal staff. Above all, it has the inspired leadership 
of Mr. Frederick Libby. But the National Council needs more funds. Its low 
budget is the bottleneck which prevents its work from being as effective as it 
ought to be. 

We appeal to you, therefore, to write out a check, as big 
a check as you can possibly afford, and return it in the enclosed envelope. The 
Board has set the modest figure of $15,000, because the Fund Bhould be "extra, 1 
contributed by friends of the Council, many of whom have already given this year 
end to whom the Council must appeal again in 1947- Let your generous check, 
made out to the NCFW ANNIVERSARY FUND, be a vote of confidence in the National 
Council for Prevention of War and a deserved personal tribute to Mr. Libby.

The Methodists are already run¬ 
ning England, more successfully than 
the Catholics In Ireland. But the 
Scots Catholics are like those In France

By Council, Verne Kaub * 
Charges In Club Address 

Leaders of the Wisconsin Coun¬ 
cil of Churches who are spearhead¬ 
ing the campaign in opposition to 
the proposed school bus amendment 
are not in fact devoted to the prin¬ 
ciple of church and state, nor do 
they truly represent the Protestant 
church or Protestant church mem¬ 
bers of Wisconsin, members of the 
Fond du Lac Rotary cfub were told 
Monday noon by Verne P. Kaub, 
Madison publicity man, formerly of 
this .city. 

On the point that the spokesmen 
for the church council do not repre¬ 
sent the Protestant sentiment of 
the. state, Kaub declared that he 
has repeatedly challenged these 
leaders to show any instance where 
the members of a Wisconsin church, 
meeting as a congregation and 
frankly advised of the political cam¬ 
paigns which the council proposes 
to undertake, voted to affiliate with 
the so-called Wisconsin Council of 
Churches. ■ f 

"Actually this organization is not 
in any sense a council of churches," 
Kaub declared. "Actually it is a 
council of radical "clergymen who 
call themselves liberals, but whose 
next campaign in Wisconsin will be 
in the interests of the Socialist 
party.

viewpoint before getting around to 
any intimation that he is a Christ¬ 
ian," Kaub declared, and quoted 
passages for “Living Courageously," 
“Living Triumphantly", and “Liv¬ 
ing Creatively" Kaub continued: 

^'As early, as on Page 27 of the last 
named book, Page wrote: ‘A group 
of religious leaders in this country 
has recently formed an informal 
Fellowship of Socialist Christians. 
Members of this group are con¬ 
vinced that their ethical ideals and 
religious aspirations may be realized 
most effectively in the political field 
by supporting the Socialist Party. 
This is my own deep- conviction." 

When leaders of the Wisconsin 
Council of Churches sponsor cam¬ 
paigns for Socialism and try to 
make it appear that the Protestant 
churches are little more than 
branches of the Socialist party, their 
actions do not conform to their pro¬ 
fession of loyalty to the principle 
of separation of church and state, 
Kaub declared.
